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completeness, the extent to which conclusions and generalizations can be drawn is dependent upon the accuracy of the information 

submitted. 





Executive Summary 

The New Mexico Dropout Report is published annually to provide information for 
educators, parents, legislators, and other interested parties on the status of education in 
New Mexico. This report describes the extent and nature of the school dropout dilemma in 
the state, providing information on the numbers and percentages of dropouts by grade, 
gender, and ethnicity, as well as the students’ reasons for dropping out of school. For the 
past ten years, the Public Education Department has worked cooperatively with the 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) to establish national definitions and 
formulas that make dropout data collection comparable across states. The laborious task of 
establishing national standards requires the continual assessment and updating of 
procedures and methodologies to ensure consistent and reliable dropout data. 

The information provided in this report is generated using the methodology prescribed by 
NCES. An explanation of the methodology can be found on page 4. 

Summary of the 2005-2006 report 

Statewide, the combined dropout rate for grades 7 through 12 was 3.6% for the 
2005-2006 school year.

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INTRODUCTION 



The New Mexico Dropout Report is published yearly to provide educators, parents, legislators, and 
others interested in the status of education in New Mexico with information concerning who drops 
out of school and why. The data used in this study arc collected and analyzed using a nationally 
standardized method as prescribed by the National Center for Educational Statistics (NCES) of the 
United States Department of Education. 

Schools in New Mexico arc actively pursuing programs and strategies to meet the needs of at-risk 
students. Several school districts have also established agreements with outside agencies to jointly 
provide for the educational and social needs of students who are at risk of dropping out. However, 
New Mexico schools continue to be challenged in obtaining the resources required to meet the 
needs of at-risk students. The 1997 legislature revised the State Equalization Guaranteed funding 
formula to include an at-risk factor as paid of the formula calculation to assist in addressing the 
needs of these students. 

METHODOLGY 



Dropout rates are computed using the federal National Center for Educational Statistics (NCES) 
Common Core of Data dropout statistical procedures. 

The Common Core of Data (CCD) dropout statistic reports the number of students dropping out in 
a given school year. The detail will include the number of male and female dropouts in each of five 
racial/ethnic categories for grades seven through twelve. Ungraded dropouts will be reported with 
grade most appropriate to their age. Dropouts will be reported at the local education agency (school 
district) level. 

Student membership is reported in the following detail: 

a) School Level: number of pupils in each of grades pre-kindergarten through twelve and 
ungraded. 

b) District Level: number of pupils ungraded, aggregated number of pupils 
prekindergarten through grade twelve. 

c) State Level: number of pupils in each of five racial/ethnic categories by grade 
pre-kindergarten through twelve and ungraded. 

For puiposes of computing dropout rates, the state will indicate the proportion of ungraded pupils to 
be assigned to each of grades seven through twelve. In a state not reporting this information, 
ungraded pupils will be distributed equally across the fourteen grades, pre-kindergarten through 
twelve. 

A student is a dropout if he or she was enrolled at any time during the previous school year, is not 
enrolled at the beginning of the current school year, and does not meet certain exclusionary 
conditions. This means that: 

• Students dropping out during the regular school term in year one, who are not in 
membership on October 1 of year two, are reported as year one dropouts on the CCD report 
in year two. For example, a student dropping out of tenth grade in March 2005, who is not 
in membership on October 1, 2006, is a 2005-2006 tenth grade dropout. 

• Students completing the regular term in year one, who do not return at any time during year 
two and who are not in membership on October 1 of year three, are reported as year two 
dropouts on the CCD report in year three. For example, a tenth grade student who attended 
the entire 2004-2005 school term, was promoted to the eleventh grade, but did not enroll in 
the 2005-2006 school year, and was not in membership on October 1, 2006, is a 2005-2006 
eleventh grade dropout. 
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DEFINITIONS 



Membership: 

The membership count defines the pool of students from which dropouts can occur. For the 
National Center for Education Statistics (NCES) Common Core of Data (CCD) puiposes, 
membership is defined as “the count of students on current roll on October 1 or the school day 
closest to October 1.” In the case of New Mexico, the official 40 th day enrollment count for each 
district, which usually occurs sometime during the month of October, is used. CCD directions state 
that the current enrollment can be arrived at by: 

• Taking the sum of original student entries and reentries, and subtracting total student 
withdrawals; 

or 

• Taking the sum of total students present and total students absent. 

The following racial/ethnic categories are used to describe membership groups to which individuals 
belong. The reader is cautioned that ethnicity is a self reported or observed classification and not 
an exact description. 

• American Indian /Alaskan Native (I) 

• Asian /Pacific Islander (A) 

• Black, Non Flispanic (B) 

• Caucasian, Non Flispanic (C) 

• Flispanic (FI) 

Dropout: 

For the puipose of maintaining consistency, NCES defines a dropout as an individual who: 

• Was enrolled in school at some time during the previous school year; 

• Was not enrolled at the beginning of the current year; 

• Idas not graduated from high school or completed a state- or district-approved educational 
program, and 

• Does not meet any of the exclusionary conditions: 

o Transfer to another public school, private school, or state- or district-approved 
education program. 

o Temporary absence due to suspension, illness, or death. 
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Definition of a Dropout 



The following list of questions is designed to clarify who is and who is not considered a dropout:

b) Does not offer a secondary education program YES 

10. Is not in school, but known to be: 

a) Planning to enroll late (e.g., extended family vacation, seasonal work) NO 

b) Temporarily absent because of illness: 

i) Verified as legitimate NO 

ii) Not verified as legitimate YES 

c) Long-term because of illness and not receiving educational services 

(e.g., residential drug treatment center, severe physical or emotional illness) NO 

d) Absent because of disciplinary action: 

i) Suspended or expelled, term of suspension or expulsion not over NO 

ii) Suspended or expelled, term of suspension or expulsion over, & did not return YES 

iii) Expelled, no option to return YES 

iv) Expelled, enrolled in another school and/or district NO 

11. In an alternative educational setting (e.g.. hospital/homebound instruction; special education 
residential; correctional institution; community or technical college):

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Summary of Data Collection Method 

To collect the data used to prepare the 2005-2006 Dropout Report, districts downloaded the 
data collection application with instructions on entering data via the PED website. Districts 
then sent information back in an Excel file. Schools with students enrolled in grade seven and 
higher provided dropout information to districts for compilation. In November 2006, district 
administrators reported the data for their respective schools to PED. Charter Schools provided 
their own data to PED, apart from their respective school districts. The information presented 
in this report also includes data from prior years’ surveys. Statewide summary data by 
ethnicity, gender and grade can be found in various graphs and tables within the report. 

Although dropout data collection through the NCES Common Core of Data process is 
designed to provide consistency, the information in this study is based on school district or 
charter school records. Readers and users of this report are reminded that the numbers 
gathered by the survey from the schools are self-reported data. The accuracy of the data is 
dependent upon the precision of local record-keeping and reporting practices. 

History of Dropout Calculation Methods 

Pre 1991-92 Method 

Prior to the 1991-92 school year, dropout rates for New Mexico students were calculated by 
dividing the number of students who dropped out during a single academic year by the 1 80 th 
day enrollment for that year plus the number of dropouts. For example, on the 180 th day of 
the 1990-91 school year, there were 72,976 students remaining in grades nine through twelve; 
7,844 had dropped out during the course of the year, resulting in a dropout rate of 9.7 percent. 
That rate was calculated by dividing the number of dropouts (7,844) by 80,820, which is the 
sum of the 180 th day membership (72,976) and the number of dropouts (7,844). 

Number of Dropouts = 1990-91 Dropout Rate 

(1990-91 180 th day Membership) + Dropouts 



1991-92 Method (NCES) 

Starting with the 1991-92 school year, the then new NCES formula was used to calculate 
the student dropout rate (7.4%). The number of dropouts (6,233) in grades nine through 
twelve was divided by 84,681, i.e., by the computed membership of 78,448 (the average of 
the 1991-92 and 1992-93 40 th day enrollments) plus the number of dropouts (6,233). 

Number of Dropouts = 1991-92 Dropout Rate 

(1991-92 40 th day Membership + 1992-93 40 th day Membership)/2 + Dropouts 



Post 1991-92 Method (NCES) 

The student dropout rates for 1992-93 and subsequent years are based on the most recent 
NCES formula. To calculate the 2005-2006 dropout rate of 3.6%, the number of dropouts 
(5,493) in grades seven through twelve, was divided by the 40 th day enrollment or 
“membership” of 150,791.

Overview: 

The overall 2005-2006 student dropout rates were 3.6 percent for grades nine through 
twelve and 1.2 percent for grades seven and eight. Figure 1 compares the dropout rates 
from 2000-2001 to 2005-2006 (except for school year 2001-2002 when no data was 
available) for grades nine through twelve. Dropout rates in New Mexico have remained 
well below the 10.4 percent high recorded in 1988-89. 

Figure 1-The 2005-2006 dropout rate of 4.9% for grades nine through twelve is lower by 
0.1% than it was in 2004-2005 (5%).

Student dropout rates by ethnicity allow comparisons between and among groups at the 
various grade levels. In 2005-2006, Native American students had the highest dropout rate 
(6.4%) of all the ethnic groups in grades nine through twelve, regardless of gender. Male 
dropouts were followed by Blacks (6.1%), Hispanics (6.0%), Caucasians (4.0%), and 
Asians (1.1%).

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Student Dropout Reasons 



Dropout rates are considered by many as an indicator of educational success for individual 
schools and/or school districts. States are ranked nationally on the basis of student dropout 
status information compiled locally. This section provides statistics on the “reasons” that 
students leave school. 

In New Mexico, dropout information is self-reported. When students are preparing to leave 
school, they are usually questioned by school authorities about their reason(s) for doing so. 
This information is recorded on transfer sheets, stored, and later compiled for district use 
and for state and federal level reporting. When students leave school without notification 
or official permission, records are completed by school personnel. In many of these cases, 
accurate information about leaving school is not available. Although attempts are made to 
locate students, neither the time nor the resources are available with which to follow up on 
every student dropout. 

Figures 10 through 15 provide information concerning the various reasons groups of 
students give for dropping out of school. Figure 9 below provides a list of abbreviations 
used in charts (figures 10 - 15) along with the specific reasons each represents.
